Pilgrims need passports. For many 
years they have been required of travelers 
entering most countries, and it never has 
been possible to go from earth to Heaven 
without one. A passport is “a document

to his nationality.” During his many years 
of service in Belgium, Ralph Norton kept 
his American citizenship by renewing his 
passport at regular intervals.

“1 Am a Multimillionaire” 
_ By a Christian Physician 


VERY successful business man finds 
E it necessary at least once a year to 
take an inventory of his possessions. 
He does not know his actual worth until 
after this is done. I have just finished tak- 
ing my inventory, and to my amazement 
I find that I can now be placed in the 
list of American millionaries. I am really 
a multimillionaire. After years of service 
to wake up some morning and make the 
discovery that you are actually a million- 
aire gives one quite a thrill. 

One of my patients overheard a con- 
versation between another patient and a 
newcomer to the Sanitarium. The two 
were seated together in the lobby, and as 
I walked past them the patient said to the 
newcomer, “That is. Dr. Kress. He is a 
millionaire.” It seemed rather amusing, 
but I began to take an inventory of my 
possessions, and to my surprise I found that 
my possessions had actually accumulated 
during my many years of toil until this 
was actually true. I am a millionaire— 
yes, a multimillionaire! Strange as it may

appear, at the time of the incident referred 
to, I had a $3,000 mortgage on my home 
and less than $48 in the bank, BUT, I was 
a millionaire, 

Here is my inventory: At the age of 
threescore and ten years I have a degree 
of health that I never expected to possess. 
At the age of- forty I read my obituary. 
It was headed, “The voice we once heard, 
we shall hear no more.” It was a most 
delightful write-up of all the good I was 
said to have accomplished. It deplored the 
fact that so early in life one so promising 
had to be laid to rest. The write-up closed 
by saying, “This world can ill afford to 
lose men like Dr. Kress.” Cable messages, 
telegrams, and scores of: letters of con-’ 
dolence came to my wife, all of which I 
had the privilege of reading. It was a 
real surprise to me to learn what a splen- 
did man I was, It was of course, as is 
usually the case, greatly overdone, How- 
ever, I had been a very sick man. 

Up to this point in my experience I had 
not taken the care of my health that I 
should, and no one knew it better than did 
I. Health is one’s greatest and most. valu- 
able treasure, aside from character, but 
never valued until it is gone. Some one 
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said, “In order to live to a ripe old age, 
it is necessary, to be rejected by a first 
‘-elass life! insurance company.”’ I had to 
have a jolt in order to learn how to value 
health. I then began to make changes in my 
habits of life, and as a result, now, thirty 
years later, I am able to do an amount 
of work I never thought it possible to do 
in my younger days, and I actually take 
pleasure in doing it. 

What would I take for the health I have 
accumulated in the last thirty years? Sup- 
pose some invalid should say, “Doctor, I 
will give you a million dollars for your 
health, or I will exchange all I possess for 
your possessions.” There is many an in- 
valid millionaire that would be glad to make 
just such an exchange! I would turn down 
the offer and say, “I am sorry, but my 
health is too valuable to sell for a million 
dollars.” 

But health is only one of my possessions. 
I have a wife. I will not here dwell upon 
her virtues. She has faithfully stood by 
my side for a half century, and aided in 
nursing me back to health when I was at 
the point of death and looked upon as a 
hopeless case. What would I take in ex- 
change for my wife? One million dollars 
would be no temptation. Two or five mil- 
lion would without a moment’s hesitation 
be turned down. I would actually refuse 
to ‘sell out for six million dollars! You 
can see, that I am now not merely a million- 
aire but a multimillionaire. 

This is not all I possess. I have a boy. 
He has been handicapped from infancy, for 
he had the misfortune when a mere babe 
to fall from a high chair and receive a 
head injury that resulted in a partial pa- 
ralysis of one side, which has interfered 
with his developing imto a normal child, 
but he can do little errands for us, and 
delights in doing them. He is one of the 
sweetest boys living. I am absolutely sure 
he has never told a falsehood. Everybody 
who knows him loves him and he loves 
everybody. Whenever I go somewhere to 
give a lecture, it is always a comfort and 
an inspiration to know that my boy is 
praying for me. I speak of him as a boy, 
although he is thirty years of age. Would 
I turn down a million dollars if offered it 
for that boy of mine? Twice that amount 
would not tempt me. That brings the 
valuation of my possessions up to over 
eight million dollars. 

I have another priceless possession —a 
daughter worth several million. I gave her 
a number of years ago to a young doctor 
from the South. He did not then know, 
and neither did I, that he was marrying 
into a millionaire’s family. 

Aside from all these possessions I have 
“an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, 
and that fadeth not away, reserved in 
heaven” for me (1 Pet. 1:4), if I hold 
the beginning of my confidence firm unto 
the end (Heb. 3:14). A mansion is there 
being prepared for me, while the Lord, by 
his grace and providences, is preparing me 
to take possession of it as my inheritance. 

“My Father is rich in houses and lands, 

He holdeth the wealth of the world in His 


Of rubies and diamonds, sivas and pelA. 
His coffers are full,—He has 
untold.” 
I belong to the Royal Family, and I am a 
son of the King of the universe. 
Should some one make an offer of ten 
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times one million’ dollars for this eternal 
inheritance, I should not give it a moment’s 
consideration, but: would unhesitatingly and 
quickly decline. Am I not, then, a million- 
aire — yes, a multimillionaire? 

I am a rich poor man, while many a man 
reckoned as a millionaire of this world is 
actually a poor rich man. When he comes 
to the close of life, he must leave all of 
his temporal possessions behind. A soul is 
of greater value than a world, “For what 
shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul?” 
(Mark 8: 36.) 

I recall a certain millionaire patient, 
After I had made an examination, it was 
my duty to inform him of his hopeless 
condition. He told me that he came to 
this country from Ireland when a mere 
boy. He struggled along, working hard 
almost day and night, and finally he had 
attained: great wealth. When I told him 
that he could live but a short time he saw 
his folly, and looking at me he said: “Doc- 
tor, I have been a fool. Money! I hate 


the stuff. I am no better off than a tramp. 


I cannot eat any more than he can, and 
be comfortable. I cannot wear any more 
clothing. Of what good is my wealth?” 
Rich, but poor, he discovered himself: to be. 

We brought nothing into this world, and 
we can take nothing with us when we leave 
it. The real millionaires, it will some day 
be discovered, are those who have made 
first things first, who have been rich in 
good works and have laid up their treas- 
ures in Heaven. The millionaire referred 
to would gladly have given me all he pos- 
sessed in exchange for my health; I, not 
he, was the real millionaire. 
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Moses might have inherited. millions ‘of 
dollars, but he “refused‘to be called the son 
of Pharaoh’s daughter; choosing rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season; esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures of Egypt: 
for he had respect unto the recompense of 
the reward” (Heb. 11: 24-26). Moses, we 
have to admit, made a wise choice, for 
Pharaoh is dead and forgotten, while Moses 
is alive and is enjoying his inheritance in 
the courts above. Moses, not Pharaoh, was 
the real millionaire. How many there are, 
who, when prospered; have said, “I will 
pull down my barns, and build greater... 
and will say to my soul, Soul, thou ‘hast 
much goods laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry” (Luke 
12: 13, 19). Of him it may ‘be said, “Thou 
fool!” How foolish it all seems when we 
come to the close of life to find our affec- 
tions have been upon things of the earth — 
things that are perishable, —éinstead of 
upon the things above, things which alone 
are ‘eternal. 

It pays to take a careful inventory of 
our possessions. If you ‘have neglected to 
do this, do it now; possibly you may make 
the discovery, as did I, that you are actually 
a millionaire, though poor in this world’s 
goods. On the other hand, you may make 
the discovery that,-though regarded by the 
world as a millionaire or ‘possibly a multi- 
millionaire, you are actually one of the 
poorest of all men, poorer than the widow 
whose earthly possessions amounted to only 
two mites. It pays to take an inventory 
to ascertain the true value of our pos- 
sessions. 
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Will Satan Ever Be Destroyed? 


I was somewhat surprised, in reading 
Revelation 20: 10 in the Scofield Reference 
Bible, to - that in the footnote under the 
heading of “Satan” Dr. Scofield states the 
Adamic Covenant (Gen. 3: 14-19, note) 
promises the ultimate destruction of Satan 
through the Seed of the woman. I was 

looking up the verse in Revelation where 

Satan would be “tormented day and night 

forever and ever,” to refute a statement 

made by a Seventh Day Adventist before 

a large mass meeting in one of.our theaters 

that at the end of the millennium Satan 

would be annihilated, and great was my 
surprise to read the footnote of Dr. Sco- 

field. On referring to Genesis 3: 14-19, 

it was difficult to discover where the de- 

struction of Satan was promised. I have 
great confidence in the explanatory notes in 

the Scofield Bible, but must admit that I 

am at a loss to understand just what is 

meant by this footnote—A New Brunswick, 

Can., ri 

The Bible makes it very plain that Satan 
will be destroyed — but destroyed does not 
mean annihilated. Thus Hebrews 2:14 
tells us that Christ became man “that 
through death he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is, the devil.” 

The Greek verb in this and other New 
Testament passages, translated by the Eng- 
lish word “destroy,” is katargeo. It does 
not mean to annihilate, or blot out of exist- 
ence, but to bring to naught, make of none 
effect, render inoperative, put out of em- 
ployment; to cause to cease, do away with, 


abolish. When Satan is “cast into the 
lake of fire and brimstone, . . . and shall 
be tormented day and night for ever and 
ever” (Rev. 20:10), he will not. be anni- 
hilated, but he certainly will be brought 
to naught, made of none effect, done away 
with, put ‘an end to, rendered inoperative, 
and abolished. 

The same verb is used in Romans 6: 6, 
where we read that, when we have re- 
ceived Christ as Saviour and therefore 
have been “baptized into his death,” it 
follows that “our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we should not 
serve sin.” Some have mistakenly thought 
that this verse teaches the annihiliation or 
eradication of “the body of sin,” but that 
is not so. Rather, it brings us the good 
news that a result of our being crucified 
with Christ is that the body of sin may 
be “out of a job,” one of the “unemployed,” 
rendered inoperative, made of none effect. 
This is entirely different from eradication 
or annihiliation, even as Satan’s doom in 
the lake of fire is different from his anni- 
hiliation. So Paul tells us, later in that 
sixth chapter of Romans, to count on the 
fact of our crucifixion with Christ and 

“reckon ye also yourselves to be dead in- 
deed unto sin, but alive unto God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.”

What.God did for the delegates at conferences last summer,

OD richly blessed the conference sea- 
son at America’s Keswick last sum- 
mer, in the. first place, with an 

exceptionally fine group of young people 
as workers in the dining room, pantry, 
dormitories, and about the grounds. After 
much prayer, ‘this group had been selected 
from more than one hundred applications, 
and there were many evidences that God 
had definitely guided in the selection. We 
feel as though the summer would have 
been worth while if no more than the 
establishment of these young lives had been 
accomplished. ‘Many of them were brought 
out into absolute surrender for the first 
time, and a number volunteered for the 
foreign field. It was impressive to listen 
to the prayers and the expectations of 
these young people, the night before the 
conference season began, as they were met 
for their first time together and for their 
instructions. And it was a great joy to 
listen to the same group, pouring out their 
hearts in gratitude and thanksgiving to 
God just before the Labor Day Confer- 
ence, at the end of the summer. God en- 
abled these young people to live out, in 
the dining room and in various places 
around Keswick, the message of our vic- 
torious Christ which was proclaimed from 
the platform. 


Four Features of the Conferences 

Every one who has ever attended a 
Victorious Life conference since the first 
small group of young people met at Oxford, 
Pa., in 1913, — continuing the next summer 
at Princeton Seminary; a few summers 
later at Stony Brook, L. I., and for the 
past ten years at America’s Keswick, — 
must have -been impressed by four out- 
standing features which have always 
marked these conferences. First, the dis- 
tinctiveness of the message; second, the 
objective of the conferences; third, the 
method; and fourth, the results accom- 
plished. The message centers in, and con- 
stantly exalts the Person of the Lord 
Jesus Christ himself as the Victorious Life. 
The objective of the conferences is the 
absolute surrender er abandonment of every 
life to the Lord Jesus, according to Ro- 
mans 6:13 and 12:1. The method is 
prayer, preparing every speaker and leader 
for their responsibility by bringing them 
to absolute dependence upon the Holy Spirit 
as they minister, and, at the same time, 
waiting upon Ged to prepare the people 
for the message by removing hindrances 
to a deep. working of the Spirit in every 
life. Each day begins with prayer and 
ends with prayer. The supernatural re- 
sults accomplished might well be expected 
with.such a message, such an objective, and 
such a method. With these four charac- 
teristics in mind, let us briefly consider 
the 10934 summer conference season at 
Keswick. ’ 

One ‘seems ‘conscious of the presence of 
the Lord -in a new sense as soon as he 
comes upon the grounds at Keswick, and 


a real spirit of Christian fellowship seems 
to pervade the very atmosphere. The heart 
of the message itself is impressed upon one 
as he enters the Auditorium and is con- 
fronted with the conference motto in large 
letters, framed in evergreens over the plat- 
form, “To me to live is Christ” (Phil. 
1:21). From that moment the secret of 
the Victorious Life is increasingly revealed 
by the Spirit through the hymns sung, the 
Scripture read, and the messages given. 
The first evening of the conference there 
are various opportunities and plans for 
getting acquainted; then the message of the 
evening strikes a note of need, and presents 
the good news to the effect that our need 
is abundantly met in the Lord Jesus Christ 
himself. A new hope of victory over sin 
is often born in hearts the very first eve- 
ning. The sound of the cornet at ten 
o'clock not only gives the suggestion for 
retiring, but also carries a message often 
used of the Lord to meet the need of 
hearts, and thus the first evening at Kes- 
wick is concluded with the notes of some 
such appropriate hymn as, “I need Thee 


every hour, Most gracious Lord, No tender” 


voice like thine, can peace afford.” 

At 6.30 A, M. Sunday one is awakened 
with the strains of “Holy, Holy, Holy, 
Lord God Almighty,” and the day is begun 
with the thought of the holiness of God. 
Within a half hour folks are seen making 
their way toward the Auditorium for the 
seven o’clock prayer hour. We wish we 
might include here many of the testi- 
monies that were given during the past 
summer, referring to that hour of prayer 
before breakfast as one of the most pre- 


cious experiences of the conference. Two’

or three hymns are sung, a Scripture. por- 
tion is read, followed by a brief meditation, 
and the remainder of the hour is given 
over to waiting upon the Lord in prayer. 
On some occasions the entire time is taken 
up with spontaneous, audible praying, one 
after another leading as the Spirit directs. 
At other times there may be periods of 
silence, with not one praying audibly, and 
yet with a sense of the very presence of 
God in the stillness of the moment. 


The Daily Program 


Following breakfast at eight o’clock 
there is just time to get to the first of 
the morning Bible hours at nine o’clock. 
How rich was the privilege we enjoyed 
during those Bible hours of the confer- 
ences last summer in listening to such able 
men as William Culbertson, Harvey Farmer, 
D.D., Harold S. Laird, Canon F. E. 
Howitt, Arthur Forest Wells, Robert T. 
Ketcham, D.D., and Philip E. Howard, Jr. 
Never shall we forget some of those hours 
and the marvelous revelation through the 
Holy , Spirit as he used these men of God 
in each Bible hour. . Some of us will never 
forget those hours when Harold Laird pre- 
sented portraits of the Lord’ Jesus in the 
Gospel of John. Never shall we forget the 
blessing and the effect of those tremendous 
lessons brought by Arthur Wells of Balti- 
more from the great “I Ams” of the Gospel 
of John, bringing out amazing facts which 
thsilled our hearts. Then, how inspiring 
were those morning Bible hours when Dr. 
Ketcham of Gary, Ind., presented the armor 
of God for the Christian from Ephesians 6. 
No less effective and blessed, however, 
were the Bible studies of the other leaders, 

Following the Bible hour on Sunday 
morning a half hour intermission brought 
us to. the 10.30 morning worship service, 
and it was always a meeting of deep spir- 
itual power. Usually the message of the 
morning was given by a missionary speaker 
of the conference or by the leader of the 
Victorious Life hour. Testimonies of 
gratitude still are being expressed for 
the message given by J. E. Mallis of-India 
at the Young People’s Conference in July 
on “Fragments.” God also greatly used 
the Sunday morning messages of Oswald 
J. Smith of Canada, Isaac Page of the China 
Inland Mission, and others to prepare the 
ground for the week to follow, dealing defi- 
nitely with the sin question.

ACK to the Beggarly Elements.— 
B An editorial in The Christian Cen- 

tury (February 20, 10935) asks: 
“Why should not Yom Kippur, the Jewish 
day of atonement, be observed in the fall 
of 1935 as a national day of prayer and 
self-examination? It [Yom Kippur] em- 
phasized the sense of individual sin which 
contributed to and merged with the sins 
of the nation. .. . The proposal seems to 
be an excellent one. Because our Jewish 
friends obviously cannot take the initiative 
in putting it into effect it is entirely up 
to Christians to decide whether or not 
they will share with them on their great 
day of atonement this practical experi- 
ment in inter-confessional fellowship.” 

No Christians will do it. If they did 
they would cease to be Christians. The 
Great Day of Atonement is celebrated by 
Jews without priest and without offering. 
The Atonement was, made once for all 
when our Lord offered up himself. Yom 
Kippur, as observed by Jews today, is a 
repudiation of the sacrifice of Calvary. It 
is without significance or validity since 
without the shedding of blood there is 
no remission of sins. This rejection of 
Christ is the direct cause of all Jewish 
misery today. The Christian Century 
would wipe out nineteen centuries of 
Christian history.

Douglas Dewar, Fellow of the Zoological 
Society, who has written a searching cri- 
tique of Evolutionism; Dr. James Knight, 
D.S.C. and F.R.S.E., Vice-President of 
the Royal Philosophical Society; and Sir 
John Latta, Bart. 


The Archbishop of York writes in The 
Moslem World on “Unitarianism and the 
Gospel.” He says: “The most modern 
view, — but it is not its modernity that 
gives it importance — has returned to what 
is plainly the standpoint of the Biblical 
writers themselves: for them the record 
js not primarily of human purposes and 
acts, but of divine acts and judgments. 
Jesus Christ is not presented as a man so 
“wonderful that his disciples learned. to 
call him God, but: as.the Word of God 
made flesh. . . . The very heart of Chris- 
tianity, as it has swayed men’s souls in 
all generations of our era, is involved in 


the recognition of Christ as not only the 
example of sinless human life but the 
redeemer of human life from sin. . . . The 
power of the Gospel is indissolubly bound 
up with faith in the Deity of Christ.” 


The Meaningless “Amen.”—It is good 
to learn that protests are coming from 
the Church of England against the tagging 
of “Amen” to the last verse of hymns. 
Speaking to a company of church musicians 
the Archbishop of York pleaded that “they 
should get out of this evil habit.” A good 
tune, he contended, comes to an end of 
itself. “Amen” is redundant, out of place, 
and “I think always a bore.” One can 
hardly thank Dr. Temple enough for this 
word of good sense. Now that the Church 
of England, arbiter of ecclesiastical taste, 
has so spoken, it is hoped that the practice 
will speedily drop out of custom in other 
churches,

In Darkest Hitlerdom 


The Reichsbank, central organ of 
German finance, refuses to grant 
foreign exchange to the German 
Evangelical Missionary Society. 
This Society controls nearly $2,000, 
000 a year in Reichsmarks, but is 
not allowed now to transfer to its 
foreign missionary operations more 
than 175,000 marks a month of the 
500,000 marks monthly contributed. 
This policy will alienate the entire 
body of Protestant Christians in 
Germany from support of the Hit- 
ler regime and may mean the be- 
ginning of its end. It runs counter 
to Christ’s categorical imperative, 
“The Gospel must first be pub- 
lished among all nations.” 














after seeing how she “fused every move- 
ment of hand, arms, head, form, and dress 
into an emotional procession of suffering, 
supplication, understanding, and _ realiza- 
tion,” declared himself profoundly con- 
vinced that the dance would play a vital 
part in church services in the future. It’s 
a far cry, indeed, from the Covenanter 
martyrs in the Edinburgh Grass Market 


to the aesthetes of Park Avenue Presby- 
terianism. 


Italian Ambitions Menace Religious 
Peace.—In the Italian colonies Protestant 
missions have scant toleration. In Eritrea 
the Swedish Mission is being slowly as- 
phyxiated by the refusal to allow mission- 
aries from Sweden to have their passports 
viséd. If the Italian campaign in Abys- 
sinia proves successful, it is more than 
likely that the old Jesuit plan of forcing 
the Abyssinian Church into Roman Cath- 
olic control wiil again be attempted. This 
is the present program in the Island of 
Rhodes, where the Italian government is 
pressing the authorities of the Orthodox 
Church to declare themselves independent 
of the Patriarch of Constantinople. This 
action is supposed to be the. first step 
toward forcing them to become Uniats, 
that is, to enter into association with the 
Roman Church, and there seems to be no 
other reason for such high-handed action 
on the part of the Italian Government. 
Mussolini apparently. has little sympathy 
with clericalism at home, yet seems ready 
to use the Jesuit abroad, as the French 
Government has in time past used French 
clergy as pioneers of French colonial ex- 
pansion. 


The order of the Turkish Government 
forbidding ecclesiastical garments in public 
and on the streets is considered a hardship 
by the clerically-minded. Yet, as a cor- 
respondent of The Living Church observes, 
clergy originally wore no distinctive vest- 
ments even when officiating (at the Holy 
Communion), and the clerical costume of 
the Greek Church is simply a development 
of the Dalmatic tunic devised by Diocle- 
tian, arch-persecutor of the Church, who 
attempted to destroy every copy of Scrip- 
ture extant and who did destroy vast multi- 
tudes of God’s children. Christians might 
well thank the Turks for suppressing this 
incongruous attire. ani 


A Return to the Fold.—The story ap- 
pears in Home and Foreign Fields. Mr. 
Chao, when a boy, was befriended by Mr. 
Sears of Pingtu.and put in a mission 
school. He became restless, however, and 
went to work for the Germans, then build- 
ing the Shantung Railway. His -mission 
training and native intelligence stood him 
in good stead, but the higher he climbed 
the farther he got from the Lord until 
he left Him altogether and denied Him. 
He became managing director of two of 
China’s important railways, the builder of 
China’s finest motor highway, and Minis- 
ter of Communications for the National 
Government. > 

Then Christ’s Spirit spoke to him. He 
repented bitterly of his sins and became 
a new. creature in Christ. His first con- 
cern was his unsaved son. He wrote the 
son, and later made a special trip to preach 
to him. The railway authorities issued 
a first-class: pass for him.. He. refused to 
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use it, but bought a third-class ticket so 
as to be near the common people to preach 
to them. Hearing that the preacher friend 
of his youth was preaching in the coun- 
try for a few weeks he joined him, travel- 
ing like an ordinary poor Chinese, pro- 
claiming the Gospel to all. 


The Laymen’s Commission objected to 
speaking to patients in mission hospitals 
about their souls on the ground that to 
do so would be taking advantage of their 
weak condition. The China Inland Mis- 
sion holds another view. Its sixteen hos- 
pitals and 106 dispensaries are teaching, as 
well as healing, centers. “At no time has 
our medical work yielded richer spiritual 
results than during the past year. Men 
and women, brought to the Saviour through 
this means, are enthusiastically witnessing 
to others, far and near.” The nfissionaries 
are not trying to “learn,” for example, 
from Moslems. There is nothing to be 
learned, Moslems themselves being wit- 
nesses. Thus two Moslems came in the 
other day, one with a fractured kneecap. 
The sufferer was asked if some of his co- 
religionists would help by giving something 
toward the operation expenses. “We are 
not like Christians,” he said. “When we 
get into trouble there is no one to help.” 

Dr. Fraser-Smith of the Kachwa Hos- 
pital, India, asked an intelligent, high- 
caste Brahman: “Is there any hope of 
obtaining salvation in your religion?” 

“None at all,” came the reply. 

On the other hand, a missionary of the 
Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society 
meets a Burmo-Chinese in a remote vil- 
lage of Burma. The man explains that 
twenty years before he ‘had heard the Gos- 
pel in China from a woman missionary. 
The only sentence he remembered was, 
“Jesus can forgive your sin.” For years 
he lived in a heathen Burmese village and 
was mockingly called a Christian because 
he would neither worship at the Buddhist 
temple nor give offerings to the priests. 
“As soon as he knew we were here he came 
and asked for baptism.” 

Mr. Laubach in The Moslem World out- 
lines plans for adapting Moro customs to 
Christian worship, — making a church fook 
like a mosque, calling the people to prayer 
with the Moro native drum, having a place 
for washing hands and feet before enter- 
ing church, and using prayer rugs instead 
of chaits. We have no doubt the famous 
Laymen (of the “Betrayal Commission”) 
would approve. But it is interesting to 
note that the Christian Filipinos object. 
They say that this would look like merg- 
ing the two religions. “And then,” they 
continue, “we would not know where we 
are. They might be converting us instead 
of our converting them.” 


Our Mighty Saviour.—Mr. Allison of 
Kiangyin, China, writes: “We believe a 
great turning is ahead of us, greater than 
we have ever known.” Then he describes 
the miraculous answers to prayer for 
opium addicts: “Dr. Dzen laid himself 
down on the bench in the hospital chapel 
at Kiangyin declaring that he would rise 
no more until Jesus Christ gave him vic- 
tory over opium. He waited enly a few 
days. Sweet and simple Mrs, Yang, in 
utter confidence in Christ whom she had 
just come to know, was shut in her room 
to break off the habit of thirty years. She 
felt not a single one of the distressing 
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symptoms that are regular with opium 
cases, coming out serene and smiling, a 
wonderful witness to Christ’s power to 
save from this habit.” Even the heathen 
believe. One addict, seeking to get free 
from opium, made a manly and courageous 
statement of his new faith and purpose 
before a miscellaneous crowd in the chapel. 
“I was amazed to see what effect it had. 
Rough, ungodly men, complete heathen, 
with no intention of being disciples of 
Christ, applauded and encouraged him, 
crying, ‘That’s right. You believe in Jesus 
and you'll get rid of it; it’s all true.’” 


A live and growing railway mission in 
Canada has begun to throw its branches 
over the wall, and there are now stations 
in Boston and Buffalo. Its organ is The 
Broadcaster, its flag the Bible, inspired 
Word of God. It stands for the absolute 
deity of our Lord Jesus Christ, the neces- 
sity and entire sufficiency of the Atonement. 
Methods outlined are: 


1. Establish a prayer center, even if of 
only one person. 

2. Form a railway mission as quickly as 
possible, 





Chinese Overcomers 





The little blind girls of the 
Liebenzeller Mission in Changsha, 
Hunan, China, go out as evangelists 
in the villages. ‘‘We had several 
days of meetings at Ping-tan and 
many people heard the Gospel. 
Esther read from the Chinese Braille 
Scriptures and preached the Gospel 
of God’s love and I gave my testi- 
mony,” writes one of these. “ The 
women listened with great interest. 
I am unspeakably happy that the 
Lord is willing to use even me, a 
useful blind girl.” 


“Tt is surely not easy,” writes 
Miss Vasel, “ for blind girls to walk 
the uneven, narrow country paths 
alone and unprotected, and to ap- 
proach isolated homes, each guarded 
by ferocious watch dogs.” 


When one girl gave her testi- 
mony, “ she traced the loving mercy 
of God in using the sorrows of her 
life to bring her to himself. Her 
father, once a respectable ian, 
became an opium addict, sacrificed 
everything for the drug, even his 
wife’s earnings. This daughter was 
sold as a slave, took smallpox, and — 
was left to die in a loft. A Chris- 
tian woman heard of her and res- 
cued her, That was ten years ago, 
She is much in demand to speak in 
country and city churches,” 











3. Spread Gospel literature freely. 

4. Recognizing that “the way to the rail- 
way man is through the railway man,” 
yield yourself to God for this purpose and 
expect to work. 

“Train Rules for Christians” are modeled 
on those of the railway service: 


A.-Every employee must have a copy 
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of the rules when on duty. (Carry your 
Bible.) i 

B. Employees must be conversant with! 
the rules. (Read your Bible.) If in doubt 
as to meaning apply to proper authority 
for explanation, (Talk it over with the’ 
Lord.) 


D. All persons employed on trains are 
subject to the rules. (“Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do?”) 

F. Violation of rules must be reported. 
(“We shall all stand before the judgment 
seat of Christ.) 

G. Use of intoxicants prohibited. (“Be 
not drunk with wine ... but be filled with 
the Spirit.”) 

H. Use of tobacco on duty prohibited. 
(“Be ye clean, that bear the vessels of 
the Lord.) 


J. Employees on duty must wear uni- 
forms. (“Ye are my witnesses, saith the 
Lord.”) 


Roman Catholic propaganda in Scan- 
dinavia has received a sharp setback, which 
may be mentioned here as it has not been 
mentioned in the daily press. In 1930 a 
young Norwegian woman tried to shoot 
the Roman Catholic bishop of Norway in 
St. Peter’s in Rome. He had promised 
to marry her. The Pope has removed him 
from his bishopric. In Sweden in 1933 the 
head mistress of the French Catholic 
school in Stockholm was called back to © 
France and immured in a convent. The 
Roman bishop of Stockholm denied know- 
ing anything about the case, but the Swed- — 
ish government procured her _ release 
through the French Government, and 
learned that she had been sent back to — 
France at the instigation of this very bishop 
because she had not been successful in 
Catholic propaganda among Swedish girls. 
It transpired that the school was run by 
nuns, though in ordinary dress, a fact not 
known before. The school has been taken 
from Catholic hands, put under government 
inspection with the persecuted mistress at 
its head. She has been excommunicated in 
consequence, 

So in Denmark. Roman Catholics had 
bought a fine old estate and started a 
boarding school for boys on it. After a 
little it came to the notice of the 
police that the abbot in charge had cor- 
rupted no less than thirteen boys in his 
charge. He was tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced to deportation after six months’ 
imprisonment. Henceforth all Catholic in- 
stitutions in Denmark are to be under gov- 
ernment inspection, and no more Catholic 
hospitals or nursing homes are to be 
allowed to be opened in Denmark. The 
Department of Health, after turning down 
an offer of a $400,000 Roman Catholic hos- - 
pital for a provincial town, remarked: “It 
would be sad if, 400 years after the Ref- 
ormation, we had become so poor that we - 
had to sacrifice the liberty we then won 
for this sum of money.” 


The leading Negro university in the 
United States is Howard University, 
Washington, D. C. heavily ‘subsidized by 
the Federal government. It was founded 
by that great Christian layman, General 
O. O. Howard, in a prayer meeting in the 
First Congregational Church, Washington; 
soon after the Civil War, and for decades 
was a strong evangelical institution, puls- 
ing with Christian life. One of its great 
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leaders was President Rankin, who is re- 
membered as the author of the hymn, “God 
be with you till we meet again.” Other 
influences have been at work to transform 
its religious character. One finds Jews and 
Unitarians on its board of trustees and its 
president was trained in theology in the 
Unitarian Theological School at Harvard. 
The Instructor in Systematic Theology in 
the “School of Religion” is from the Di- 
vinity School of the University of Chi- 
cago, the Professor of the Psychology of 
Religion from the same place; the Instruc- 
tor in Sociology comes out of Union Semi- 
nary, New York.. We are told that “the 
School of Religion aims to prepare men 
and women for Christian service. Origin- 
ally founded to train young men for the 
Gospel ministry, it has widened its scope 
by adding the fundamental courses in mis- 
sions, social work, and religious education. 
It reaches many pastors and others by 
means of extension institutes and corre- 
spondence courses.” These correspondence 
courses are arranged with the University 
of Chicago. 

The courses of study in this School of 
Religion are just what one would expect 
-in view of the above. Thus: 


“Religious Literature 201, The Religious 
Novel. Novels which portray various 
aspects of the religious problem will be 
studied to determine the accuracy and com- 
pleteness with which they represent actual 
conditions. These will be compared with 
the ideals of individual character and social 
life as given in the New Testament. 


“The Religious Drama. The drama as a 
means of literary expression will be ex- 
amined to learn its adaption to the task 
of delineating the religious life of the time. 
The work of some of the ablest and best 
dramatists of today will be discussed in 
class that their messages may be under- 
stood and sympathetically judged.” 


-I asked a student on the campus what he 

was studying. “Law,” came the reply. 
“I went through the School of Religion, 
but there are enough hypocrites in the 
ministry, and I’m out for a good time!” 
“No, the students did not care much for 
evangelical preaching in the chapel. They. 
wanted philosophy !” I listened to a 
University of Chicago professor preach- 
ing in the chapel. Certainly there was no 
Gospel. 

The University handbook says of this 
“School of Religion”: “It is interested 
especially in one class, Negro ministers. 
So long as there is an annual call for 
2,000 new pastors to fill pulpits made va- 
cant by death and old age, with less than 
100 graduates from all the Negro semi- 
naries, the situation is nothing less than 
alarming.” 

A typical illustration. of the leavening 
process, this time directed at Negro Chris- 
tianity. 

Bolshevist Whisky.—I talked some time 
ago with Dr. Anton Carlsson of the Uni- 
versity of ‘Copenhagen, Denmark; who is 
one of the most profound living connois- 
seurs of Russian life and literature. He 


remarked to me that there was only one 
thing in Russia of which there was plenty, 
and that was whisky. The Soviet govern- 
ment is now exporting this poison to the 
United States and one finds vodka adver- 
tisements in the New York Times, in Time 
(the cynical weekly edited by Henry Luce, 
son of a Presbyterian missionary in 
China), and elsewhere. It is described as 
“the smooth, pure, wheat drink, warming 
and invigorating.” The Czar suppressed 
it during the war, and thereby did more 
for Russia than the Bolshevists will do 
to the end of time. The government con- 
fiscates the wheat of Russian farms for 
exportation in order to keep a favorable 
trade balance. It is now sending us this 
wheat in the form of vodka, Russian fire- 
water, while her own people starve. 

The Christian Century coterie and Dr. 
Fosdick are protesting against Mexican 
anticlericalism. But this is a gnat com- 
pared with the camel of Sovietism. Why 
do they not call for relief collections for 
the starving martyrs of Russia? 


The Movement to Protestantism in 
Austria continues. At the July meeting of 


‘the Central Bureau of Inter-Church Aid, 


Edinburgh, it was reported that about 80,- 
ooo more were about to leave Rome in 
addition to the 22,000 who have already 
attached themselves to Protestant churches. 
This is the more remarkable in view of 
the handicaps that attach to Protestantism 
in Austria. Thus, a Roman Catholic has 
at least twice as much opportunity for 
employment as a Protestant and has no 
church tax to pay. But the Protestant 
churches are self-supporting. The move- 
ment, which was at first from all classes 
of urban population, workingmen, mer- 
chants, intelligentsia, is now spreading out 
in the country among the farmers. It 
was penalized by Dollfuss and still is. 
Those leaving the Church of Rome are 
ordered to be medically examined as to 
their sanity. Ministers have been fined 
for writing about Protestant opinion of 
history or even for explaining Protestant 
doctrine. When giving religious instruc- 
tion to converts they are put under police 
supervision. Yet the movement mounts 
ever higher. 


Brief Notes.—The diocese of the Upper 
Nile, founded in 1826, has already more 
than one hundred thousand Christians. 
“The opportunities of advance are limit- 
less,” says the Report of the C. M.S.... 
From some parts of Nigeria come reports 
of church cocoa farms. worked by Chris- 
tians to finance church work. Five years 
must elapse before the trees begin to bear. 
Recently two farms in bearing were pre- 
sented to the church. . . . The Leipzig 
Mission working in the Meru Mountains, 
East Africa, finds itself faced with a 
tough Moslem opposition fostered by a 
Mohammedan mission along Christian 
lines. Back of this mission is a million- 
aire merchant of Bombay, Agha Khan, who 
is both man-of-the-world and Moslem fan- 
atic. He has racing stables in England, 
plays often at Monte Carlo, is married to 


. a Parisian;—and.is promoter of Moslem -- 
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missions. . . .-Am indigenous evangelical 
church -is slowly. growing: up in. South 
America, Thus in Buenos Aires the Cen- 
tral Baptist Church is led by Senor San- 
tiago Cancini, a man of great eloquence. 
Senor Cancini was converted as a boy. In 
the La Plata University, through which he 
worked his way, he specialized in biology. 
He is married to the daughter of J. C. 
Varetto, another Baptist preacher of great 
power. She, too, is a distinguished grad- 
uate of the La Plata University, a Chris- 
tian worker of zeal and piety who visits 
from door to door to give the Christian 
message. Mr. Cancini is in much demand 
for evangelistic meetings. .. . The National 
Bible Institute, New York, reports the best 
and largest evening classes in twenty-six 
years, some 200 young people hurrying 
from desk, store, and factory for three 
hours’ introduction into the Bible. “I am 
so glad I came here,” exclaims one woman. 
“So many questions have been answered 
for me.” Numbers of these students are 
serving as well as studying, —in Sunday 
schools and missions. . ... Professor Paul 
Elmore Moore, addressing the last Com- 
mencement at the General Theological 
Seminary, New York, said that what the 
young clergy who preached “the social 
gospel” are likely to bring in is not the 
Kingdom of God but a Fool’s Paradise. 
“Those who propose to wait until men are 
all comfortable economically and physically 
before they preach the Gospel of Christ 
will never get to the Gospel. A return 
to the spirit of the Middle Ages when 
Heaven and hell were real and life was 
seen to be but an incident in eternity, is 
needed.” Would that .Professor Moore 
would preach this to his Princeton stu- 
dents. .. . In a new version of the Old 
Testament, published in Italy by Roman 
Catholics, it is stated in the notes that the 
seed of the woman which was to crush 
the serpent’s head (Gen. 3:15) was not 
the Virgin, as has been explained in other 
Roman Catholic versions, but Jesus Christ. 
. - . Marx’s father was a rabbi and son 
of a long line or rabbis. Though a skep- 
tic, he was baptized into the Lutheran 
Church as a nominal Christian. His famous 
son he put in school in. the gymnasium at 
Trier, Prussia, and an examination paper 
of the time written by him was on the 
subject of “The Union of. the Faithful in 
Christ According to John 15: 1-14, Por- 
trayed in Its Origin and Essence, in Its 
Unconditional ‘Necessity, and in Its Ef- 
fects.” It was highly commended. So 
near did the Antichrist of modern Europe 
come to throwing his powerful intellect into 
Christianity. . . . In Raly a priest recently 
dropped dead after taking the wine of the 
Mass. The cup had been poisoned by some 
enemy. Which gives rise to thought. The 
words of consecration had been uttered by 
the priest. According to Roman theology 
the wine had become the true blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Yet it destroyed 
the man drinking it. Certainly the blood 
of Christ could never become the instru- 
ment of murder. .. . The Canary Islands 
(Spanish possessions) reflect the Spanish 
struggle between Communism and Clerical- 
ism. Sickle and hammer appear on street 
walls with the inscription, “Workmen: 
Pay not a cent.of the church tax.” It is 
a struggle to the death with both parties 
well organized. eee 
Wasuincron, D. C. 
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always presented: in the first Sunday eve- 
ning message of each conference, for the 
life that is Christ can never be enjoyed 
until it has been received.

Many, for the first time, 
understand the Great Commission of the 
Lord Jesus in Matthew 28:19, 20, and 
come face to face with their responsibility 
for the unreached peoples of the earth. The

as Dr. Harvey Farmer of North Africa, 
Charles J. Woodbridge of Africa, James

choosing, even to the ends of the earth, 
—that those who are in darkness may 
have the Gospel. 


The Heart of the Conference 


At 11.30 each morning the people gath- 
ered for the Victorious Life hour, an hour 
around which the entire conference centers 
and an hour which deals with the practical 
application and appropriation of the Word 
of God in the daily life. These Spirit- 
directed messages search hearts and reveal 
the need, and at the same time present 
God’s perfect provision for our Christian 
living. Toward the middle of the week we 
are brought face to face with the absolute 
necessity of complete surrender to the One 
who has redeemed us and to whom -we 
have been united by the Holy Spirit in his 
death and in his resurrection. We are led 
to see, also, the fact that it becomes a life 
of faith and a moment by moment reckon- 
ing upon his faithfulness. Toward the end 
of the week we begin to realize also that 
if the new life is not lived out it will die 
out.

for failure and defeat even after having 
surrendered, as we go back to our homes 
after the conference. 

The Victorious Life hours were under 
the leadership of Oswald J. Smith, Captain 
Reginald Wallis, L. L. Legters, and the 
writer. Although each one giving the 
messages on the Victorious. Life presents 
them differently, it was very impressive 
to note that the way to victory over sin 
rests upon the same foundation and funda- 
mental principles in each series. In other 
words, always the Lord Jesus Christ, him- 
self, was presented as the Life; always the 
way centered in the finished work of Christ 
on Calvary; each one brought us face to 
face with the need of abandonment of the 
life unto God as those “that are alive from 
the dead,” and then the constant walk by 
faith in a life ready for his will at any 
cost.

One of the hidden reasons for the bless- 
ing and results of these conferences is the 
fact that the leaders and speakers meet 
together for an hour or more of earnest 
prayer and intercession each afternoon. 
God has honored this willingness to wait 
on him, and we believe miracles have been 
wrought specially as a result of those after- 
noon prayer times. 

Two “Get-Together” conferences, over 
Memorial Day and the Fourth of July, 
were somewhat of an experiment this past 
summer, but God put his approval upon 
them in a very marked way as large groups 
of people poured in for only half.a day 
that they might have a sample of a Vic- 
torious Life conference. Although the time 
was brief in both “Get Togethers,” blessed 
spiritual results were accomplished. 

We thank God for the Student Confer- 
ence, June 23 to July 1, which we believe 
God used to establish the faith of many 
students, who in these days are finding 
terrific opposition to the Word of God in 
their colleges. How grateful many of the 
students must feel for the privilege of lis- 
tening to a man like Dr. Howard A. Kelly, 
so honored among men for his scientific 
and surgical knowledge, together with a 
faith so simple and absolutely anchored 
in the Word of God. How refreshing, also, 


to listen to such a man as I. H. Linton, a : 


Washington attorney, as from the stand- 
point of a lawyer he gives the Word of 
God, more glorious than ever, in its abso- 
lute accuracy and truth.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D. 
President Columbia Bible College 


Approach to the Lesson 


N ALL ages, what men did with God’s 

Word determined not only their. eternal 

destiny, but the real success of their 
lives down here. The eight lesson pas- 
sages given for study this week center 
around seven men: Moses, Joshua, Josiah, 
Ezra, David, Paul, Timothy, and the Lord 
Jesus himself. Every name suggests a 
thrilling message on the Bible. The place 
the Word of God had in the lives of each 
of these men is a challenge to us. In 
our day also, what a man thinks of the 
Holy Scriptures determines what his true 
attitude to the Lord Jesus Christ is, and 
what his view is on every vital problem. 


The Historical Setting 


The eight Scripture passages extend 
from Deuteronomy, which Moses wrote 
about 1451 B..C., to Second Timothy, 
which Paul wrote about A. D. 67 or 68. 


Verse by Verse 


Psalm 19:7.—The law of the Lord és 
perfect. The “doctrine,” or teaching of 
the Lord, which here is equivalent to the 
Word of God (cf. Psa. 1:2). When David 
wrote, how little of this Word he had, com- 
pared to the complete Book. But it was 
perfect in its character and its working. 
Converting the soul. Rather, “restoring 
the soul” (cf. Psa. 23:3). The primary 
message is for the believer, and this speaks 
of the effect in renewing and refreshing. 
Yet the same supernatural Word does con- 
vert the sinner (cf. 1 Pet. 1:23). 


Verse 10.—Sweeter also than honey and

ture profitable. 
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the honeycomb. Honey, even the choicest 
honey, the kind that drops from the comb, 
parallel with gold . . . much fine gold. 


Verse 11—By them is thy servant 
warned. “Take heed” is a frequent in- 
junction in Scripture. The Word is for 
reproof and correction (2 Tim. 3:16). 
The world heeds not the warnings; let the 
servant of the Lord “take heed.” 


Verse 12—Who can understand his 
errors? The thought is, no one can. The 
Word does reveal sins and thus convict 
us, yet we do not know all our faults 
(Psa. 40:12; 1 Cor. 4:3, 4). Cleanse 
thou me from secret faults. These “er- 
rors,” or sins that are hidden from us; 
sins that we commit without at the time 
recognizing them to be sins, — the “sins of 
ignorance” (Lev. 4:2). 


Verse 13.—Presumptuous sins. Willful 
or high-handed sins, in contrast to the 
errors or hidden faults. Then shall I be 
upright. This is the state of righteousness 
possible by grace, though it is not sinless- 
ness. Innocent from the great transgres- 
sion, Some regard this as referring to 
the unpardonable sin, but careful Hebrew 
scholars translate it “clear from much 
transgression,” not a definite but a general 
statement.

“Sacred writings,” refer- 
ring to the Old Testament, though the New 
Testament, including these very words of 
Paul, is also Scripture, classed with the 
Old Testament (2 Pet. 3:16). Wéise unto 
salvation through faith ... in Christ Jesus. 
The Old Testament spoke of Christ (Luke 
24:27, 44), and was truth that led to sal- 
vation, when “united by faith” (Heb. 4: 2). 

Verse 16.—All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God. This included all of the 
Old Testament, and of course covers the 
New also, which is attested as Scripture. 
It is “God-breathed,” a word used only 
here. See Special Topics. .The Revised 
Version, “Every scripture inspired of God,” 
gives the impression that. somie ‘Scripture 
may not be inspired, though it ¢an be read 
to mean that “every scripture, because it 
is inspired of God, is also profitable.” But 
the translation was a blunder that has done 
more than any other one thing to hinder 
the general acceptance of this most accurate 
English translation of the Bible. The 
same construction is used in 1 Timothy 
4:4, Hebrews 4:13, and in a number of 
other places where it would be absurd to 
place the “is” as the revisers do here. 
Profitable. God’s inspired and infallible 
Word is intensely practical, all of it for 
use in life (cf. 1 Tim. 4:8; Rom. 15:4). 
For doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness. The Holy 
Spirit dwelling in the heart works in con- 
junction with the written Word. 


Verse 17.—That the man of God may be 
perfect. The Scripture makes a man of 
God (v. 15), then makes him “complete” 
(1 Tim. 6:11). Throughly furnished unto 
all good works. “Perfectly adjusted” is 
the sense of the word, explaining: what it 


means to be perfect.

The Heart of the Lesson 

The man of God must be a man of the 
Book. The man of God must be a Spirit- 
filled man. Through the Word and through 
the Spirit a man is born again; through 
the Word and through the Spirit, this man 
of God is made complete, thoroughly fur- 
nished unto every good work. The Spirit- 
inspired Word and the Spirit-filled man 
must go together. Both bear witness to 
Christ, the living Word. The Lord Jesus, 
who was completely filled with the Holy 
Spirit, knew that every word of the Old 
Testament was inspired of God; he loved 
the Word, studied the Word, obeyed the 
Word; he knew the Word by heart. When 
the disciples were filled with the Holy 
Spirit, they took exactly the view that their 
Lord took of the Holy Scriptures. It is 
little wonder that Satan in these last days 
is concentrating his attack upon the Bible. 
On the one hand, he is. leading men to 
deny the infallible Word. When they do 
this they deny Christ and his revelation 
concerning sin and salvation. On the other 
hand, Satan is getting Christians to neglect 
the Word of God; some neglect it because 
they are occupied with the world, others 
because they are occupied with supposed 
Spirit-led experiences. So men turn from 
the Word of God to their own human rea- 
son or to their own human emotions. In 
either case, spiritual disaster results. But 
let us, in the midst of this apostasy, do as 
Paul commanded Timothy, when he proph- 
esied of these very days in which we live 
(2 Tim. 3: 1-13): give the more earnest 
heed to the God-breathed Scriptures.

The Red Warning.—By them is thy 
servant warned: and in keeping of them 
there is great reward (Psa. 19:11). In 
the middle of your Bible you will find five 
remarkable books called “The Poetical 
Books.” They are written in “free verse,” 
a style which has become popular in this 
day. Take a chapter and arrange the lines 
and then note how smoothly and melodi- 
ously the words run with neither meter 
nor rhyme. The revised versions are 
printed in poetic form. Most of us use 
the King James Version. 

If there ever was a red flag of danger 
or a fog horn of warning you find them 
waving and roaring all through the Book 
of Proverbs and its supplement the Book 
of Ecclesiastes. Send five cents in stamps 
to your church publishing house and get 
a vest pocket edition of the Book of 
Proverbs. Read from it in the spare mo- 
ments while you wait. Short and peppy, 
it is the easiest of reading. You will at 
‘times hate to stop. 

As you read take pen or pencil and mark 
the “warnings.” When you have finished 
the wonderful little book, you will feel 
like taking off your hat to it as the best 
friend and adviser a man or woman 
can possibly have. The writer of Prov- 
érbs and Ecclesiastes, of all writers, knew 
what he was talking about. Which is 
more than some modern writers know. 

Solomon had been over the road and had 
reports from his “Intelligence Department,” 
so he knew the location of all the ditches, 
quicksands, quagmires, sharp curves, cross- 
roads and other dangers that threaten the 
young inexperienced traveler as he tears 
along at seventy miles an hour! These 
for example: Proverbs 4:25; 16:17. 


The Power of the Word.—From a child 
thou hast known the holy scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation 
(2 Tim. 3:15). Do you think little Tim- 
othy sat for hours, like little John Ruskin, 
while mother and grandmother ground 
the Scripture into him? I think Timothy 
was a real boy, much like other boys. If 
we knew the intimate history of Paul and 
his friends, I think we would find that 
Timothy sat with Paul on the “bleachers” 
and “rooted” together for their favorites 
in the games and athletic contests.

In my Rock Run Sunday School . for 
years I have made it a point to put the 
whole Bible into the hands of all scholars 
as soon as they come out of the Primary 
Department. Then every Sunday I have 
a Bible reading on the lesson from the 
desk, using the blackboard. For example: 
I show them that G. E. P. C. spell gypsy 
(Galatians, Ephesians, Philippians, Colos- 
sians), which I got from another small 
Sunday school superintendent through the 
TIMES years ago. 

Last Sunday I gave a reference in Zech- 
ariah. I asked, “What is the last letter 
in the alphabet?” “Z,” they cried. “No,” 
I replied, “it is ampersand, ‘Z’ is next to 
the last letter, and Zechariah is next to 
the last book in the Old Testament.” 

And it is in this simple way of asso- 
ciation our boys and girls know how to 
find their texts through the Book. Thus 
they get to know holy Scriptures as did 
Timothy. And with this result: Dr. Smith 
was up at Rock Run the other day and 
asked all who belonged to church to hold 
up a hand. Almost every hand was up. 
Such is the power of the holy Scriptures 
(Isa. 53:11; John 6:63). 


Testing the Scriptures.—All ‘scripture 
ts given by inspiration of God, and is profi- 
table (v. 16). Note that word “ALL.” 
Not just certain spots in the Scriptures here 
and there as a doubter may prefer. <A 
piece of it accepted this year that you 
had your doubts about last year. And 
vice versa. When I came into the King- 
dom of light from the College outer dark- 
ness there was only one question for me, 
to wit: “This old Book is either true 
or it isn’t true.” 

I found the old Book to be absolutely 
true, all true. How do I know, Professor? 
Because I began to live it and have been 
living it all these many years. Not only 
living it myself but also living with it. 
Listen, for one example of many. 

In the Dark Depression Days the year 
text for the Rock Run Mission Sunday 
School was, “The Lord is my shepherd; I 
shall not WANT.” We hang our year texts, 
neatly framed, upon our walls. I had the 
sign writer make the word “WANT” big 
and striking. All through the hard times, 
and hard they were, not a child in Rock 
Run Sunday School has been hungry or 
undernourished or cold. One great shoe 
manufacturing company gave us one hun- 
dred pairs of new shoes. A rubber com- 
pany made fifty pairs of new rubbers pos- 
sible. The Needle Work Guild sent warm 
clothing, and so on. 

We live on, and by, the Scriptures at 
Rock Run. We have over fifty families 
having family worship. We have. found 
the Scriptures quite “profitable” indeed. 
They have carried our young folks into 
the various churches and been a great help 
in a time of. trouble. Those who have 
“no use for the Scripture” are those who 
have never ridden on them! (Psa. 37:2; 
Jer. 15: 16).

Lesson 4. The New Testament 
By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D. 
RoMANS 


HE theme of Romans is usually stated 

as “Justification by Faith.” More ac- 
curately, the theme is “Salvation by Grace 
through Faith.” 

Paul wrote this Letter about A. D. 58 
to Roman Christians, consisting of Jews 
and Gentiles, with a view to letting them 
know what the Gospel was in anticipation 
of his promised personal visit. 

Romans falls into four divisions: 1, 
Greeting and Opening Personal Messages 
(1: 1-17); 2. God’s Way of Saving Men 
Set Forth (1:18 to 11:36); 3. Exhorta- 
tion to True Christian Living (12:1 to 
15:13); 4. Closing Personal Messages and 
Greetings (15:14 to 16:27). 

When we preach salvation to men, there 
is need first of a conviction that they are 
sinners; second, God’s message as to how 
to be saved; third, God’s message as to 
how to live after they are saved; and 
fourth, God’s message as to taking the 
salvation to others. Thus is salvation set 
forth in Romans in the second section: 
1. Sin abounding in Jew and Gentile (1: 
18 to 3:20); 2. Grace abounding for the 
sinner (3:21 to 5:21); 3. Grace abound- 
ing for the saint (6:1 to 8:30); 4. Grace 
abounding for the world (9:1 to 11: 36). 

Paul proves first that Jews and Gentiles 
are sinners, and that God’s wrath is re- 
vealed against all sin (3:23). He then 
gives a revelation of God’s righteousness, 
showing that Christ is set forth as a pro- 
Pitiation, a vicarious sacrifice in place of 
men (4:16 and 6:23). The saved man 
is to live by grace through faith, by the 
power of the indwelling Holy Spirit (6: 
4; 7:4; 8:4; 8:37). In chapters 9 to 
11, we have the climax of the argument, 
in which is set forth God’s missionary plan 
for the world, through the Church in this

present age, and through Israci in the com- 
ing age (11:12, 32). 

In view of this great aivaiton: set forth 
in the first eleven chapters, Christians ‘are 
to live worthily, surrendering completely 
to Christ’s control, and showing it in spir- 
itual service, in love for one another and 
for those without, Jew and Gentile dwelling 
together in unity (12:1, 2). 


GALATIANS 


ALATIANS was written at white heat 

to professing Christians who were jn 
danger of falling away from grace, putting 
themselves under law. Paul cries: “For 
freedom did Christ set us free: stand fast 
therefore, and be not entangled again in 
a yoke of bondage.” 

He proves first that his Gospel came 
by direct revelation from Christ, that the 
other apostles endorsed it, though he had 
to withstand Peter when his conduct con- 
tradicted the message of grace. 

Galatians 2:20, a glorious verse of per- 
sonal testimony, may be taken as a key. 
Paul, loyal to the Law, was led through 
that. Law to Christ, and now he lives a 
new life by faith, because Christ is living 
in him. He was born again by the Holy 
Spirit, and by that Spirit a Christian is to 
walk (5:25). Liberty is not license but 
bondslavery to Christ. Legalism will lead 
to the works of the flesh, but the fruit of 
the Spirit is love (5:22, 23). The center 
of the message is the new dispensation of 
the Spirit (Gal. 6:15). 


Lésson 4. The Laws of Teaching 
By Clarence H. Benson 


OME one has said that teachers are 
born and not made. We are inclined 
to question that statement. Heredity makes 
a contribution to every life, but not one 
that cannot be neutralized by environment 
and personality. What offen is regarded 
as a natural gift is in reality an acquired 
habit. The success of any teacher is in 
a large degree dependent upon his enthu- 
siasm for his task, his love for his pupils, 
and his thoroughness in preparation. All 
these characteristics can be cuftivated. In 
the ‘teaching of the lesson it will be found 
that inspiration in presentation is largeiy 
the result of perspiration in preparation. 
Success in teaching can be assured by all 
who are willing to be guided and corrected 
by the recognized principles of pedagogy. 
Each student of the advanced classes 
in teacher training at the Moody Bible 
Institute is required to teach a lesson, sub- 
ject to the criticisms of the members of 
the class. These criticisms are based on 
the observance or the violation of Gregory’s 
Seven Laws of Teaching, which may be 
stated as follows: 


Law of the teacher 

Law of the pupil 

Law of communication 

Law of apperception 

Law of stimulating thought 
. Law of reproducing thought 
7. Law of recapitulation

These recognized laws may be defined 
as follows: 


1. The teacher must know aa which he 
would teach. This involves lesson plan, 
aim, material, and fidelity to. preparation. 
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2. The pupil must attend with interest 
the lesson to be learned, Instruction is im- 
possible without the pupil’s attention, and 
attention is largely dependent on the pupil’s 
interest. 


3. The language must be common to 
teacher and pupil. Instruction is dependent 
on a language which must be adapted to 
the comprehension and appreciation of the 
pupils that constitute the group. 


4. The truth to be taught must be learned 
through truth already known. New knowl- 
edge can only be understood in terms of 
what has already been learned. Under- 
standing comes only with association of 
the new idea with the old. 


5. The teacher must excite and direct 
the self-effort of the pupil, and as a rule 
tell him nothing that he can learn him- 
self. The great aim of the teacher is to 
make the pupil an independent investigator, 
and this is generally accomplished by means 
of the thought-provoking question. 


6. The pupil must reproduce in his own 
mind the truth to be learned. We learn 
by doing, and the educative process is only 
in operation when the pupil participates in 
the lesson. First, there is the pupil’s re- 
production of the facts of the lesson; sec- 
ond, a reproduction of his opinions of the 
facts; third, a reproduction of his applica- 
tion of the facts. 


7. The completion, test, and confirmation 
of the work of teaching must be made by 
review and application. To perfect, con- 
firm, and render knowledge ready and use- 
ful, there must be a recapitulation, at the 
close of each lesson, of facts set forth and 
applied.

How can any church justify.the. placing 
of unsaved persons ,in positions .of..confi- 
dence and responsibility in the church, in 
the hope to :win them for Christ? 

Here, then, is the first principle to be 
considered by any who would take part 
in the fellowship and work of the church, 
— “Have I accepted Christ as my Saviour, 
and do I know him?” (John 14:11.) To 
the failure to require a genuine acceptance 
of Christ by all who would become mem- 
bers may be traced many of the evils and 
dissensions in the Christian church today. 

gue 

The second principle in determining our 
part in the work and fellowship of the 
church is that of abiding in Christ (John 
14:12). It is one thing to have accepted 
Christ as Saviour, and another to be 
walking with him day by day in conscious 
fellowship and in obedience to his will 
(John 14:15; 15:4, 5). 

We are puzzled sometimes when we see - 
friction and lack of power in the work 
of the church. Here is one of the causes. 
Christ cannot direct and unify and energize 
the work because believers are not abiding 
in him. It is so easy for many of us to 
abide in our own ability, in popularity, in 
social prestige, in the methods of the world, 
—jin fact, it is easy somehow to abide in 
almost anything except Christ himself. Yet 
here is the secret of any true, lasting work 
we would do for him. 


A third principle for all who would take 
part in the fellowship and work of the 
church concerns our relationship to other 
believers. The Bible shows us that all 
true believers are members of a body of 
which Christ is the Head (1 Cor. 12: 12,’ 
13; Eph. 1:22, 23). As such members, 
we are to recognize that each believer 
is just as essential as any other. All are 
not given the same gifts and abilities, but 
all are to be equally respected and cared 
for (1 Cor. 12: 23-25). Our attitude is 
to be that of “brotherly love’ and “in 


honour preferring one another” (Rom, 12: . 


10). We are to recognize that when one 
member suffers, the whole body suffers 
with it (1 Cor, 12:26), and we are to 
seek to “restore such an one in the spirit 
of meekness; considering thyself, lest thou 
also be tempted” (Gal. 6:1). 


But, having faced these great principles 
of fellowship and work in the church, we 
must also see that the church should pro- 
vide the natural field of expression and 
Christian service, especially for young 
Christians. It is here that young Chris- 
tians may be able, to find, if anywhere, 
safe, true friends. It is here that they 
may be encouraged and directed in the 
Christian way, and receive the benefit of 
mature Christian experience. 

Here it is that they should find oppor- 
tunities for Christian service, The choir, 
the Sunday school, the young people’s so- 
cieties, any mission work of the church 
should afford many places of service. But, 
before we choose such a place, let us 
be sure it is also God’s choice for us, 
Then we can count upon his enabling and 
empowering for the task, no matter how 
simple or difficult.

the management of the business, he was 
compelled, much against his judgment, to 
advise him that his service would not be 
required after the last of that month. Our 
friend writes: 

You can imagine the shock, when I was 
so confident that I had a permanent posi- 
tion; yet when the realization of what the 
boss had said came upon me, there flooded 
into my heart the great joy that I had given 
up my dependence on a job on the previous 
Thursday night, and I then and there com- 
menced to praise and thank my heavenly 
Father for the victory which he had so 
marvelously provided me with before I 
even knew that I needed it. And so today 
and every day since, I can continue to 
praise him, even though there is not yet 
a sign of a job of any kind, for it is a 
rock-ribbed joy to know that we are not 
dependent upon things, but only upon him. 
Praise his Name! 

We recall, with thanksgiving, the Sun- 
day afternoon when a professing Chris- 
tian came to know the Lord Jesus Christ 
as her Saviour for the first time, and, al- 
though feebly at first, began to walk in 
newness of life. She had been almost on 
the verge of suicide just before coming to 
Keswick, but our God gloriously met her 
need in his Son. She is one of the most 
radiant, joyful, and restful Christians in 
her community. Her life has become a 
miracle to her Christian friends, and her 
testimony is being greatly used of God. 
All this, in spite of the ‘fact that since 
leaving: Keswick her husband’s business 
has been swept away and their lovely home 
is being sacrificed. 

The Labor Day Conference seemed. to

chapel was used as a dormitory to accom- 
modate fifteen or more young men.

The.entire conference was marked 
by a deep work of the Holy Spirit, . but 
the real climax came on Monday, when 
literally scores of cars and busses poured 
into Keswick from early in the morning 
until nearly:noon. More than. six hundred 
people were crowded into the: Auditorium. 

We shall..probably never forget the 
‘ missionary rally; and that largest group of 
young people we have ever witnessed in 
any of our ‘Keswick conferences, standing 
before the platform, testifying to -the fact 
that they purposed to become foreign mis- 
sionaries if‘God would open the way. It 
was a sight which must -have rejoiced 
the heart of the Lord. ‘Every available 
space in the Auditorium was filied, with 
possibly forty or more sitting on ‘the plat- 
form, many listening from the ‘literature 
room and places where they could not see 
the platform, and a large -group standing. 
This was the case also in the final Vic- 
torious ‘Life hour of the season, and ‘the 
power of God was manifested in a most 
blessed manner. The remarkable “Say-So” 
meeting in the afternoon revealed ‘how 
quickly and deeply the ‘Holy Spirit -had 
worked in the-lives of those attending that 
last great conference of the summer. The 
evening and concluding message on the 
Lord’s return was giyen by our much-foved 
friend, ‘Isaac Page, and following ‘his mées-

in the Communion Service: As the closing 
choruses were sung, while the people were 
assembled, hand in hand, in a great fellow- 
ship circle, it seemed but a step into glory 
and into the presence of the Lord himself.

' him what the picture meant. Hand me that 


pencil, please, John, and I'll draw one for 
you. Here at the bottom is a wide road 
that I’ll call the little children’s road. In 
it I'll draw a lot of figures to represent 
little children before they reach the age 
when they seem to understand these things 
fully, that is usually from seven to eight. 
It depends a good deal upon the child. 
Well, they walk in this road for those 
years, and one day they come to a cross- 
road. A cross is there, pointing them to 
an upper road. On that cross died the 
Lord Jesus, who loves all little children 
and who wants them to become his chil- 
dren while they are young, so they may 
have long, happy, useful lives in his serv- 
ice.

“When I had explained the picture to 
Henry, I asked him if he were a Chris- 
tian.

Dear Mother Ruth: For some time I have 
been contemplating writing to you. It seems 
that the first thing which comes to my mind, 
when I have questions and problems, is The 
Sunday School Times and you. This time my 
request is for information about how to enter- 
tain s and non-Christians in our home. 
When out-and-out Christians come we usually 
have plenty to talk about and the time goes very 
quickly and pleasantly. The Bible, missionaries, 
problems of the Christian life, and the like, 
furnish excellent topics of conversation and then 
we frequently have a short season of prayer. 
Worldly people play cards, dance, and do other 
things which do not hold any interest for us. 
However, I do think perhaps there may be 
some other way to entertain guests in a Chris- 
tian way, besides just talking. I know there 
are some Bible: games, but sometimes I find 
these just give some people a chance to “show 
off” their knowledge and embarrass others, es- 
pecially those who make no profession. Have 
you any suggestions to offer? If so, I ‘would 
surely appreciate them, because I believe it 
is up to those of us young people who know 
the Lord to make the Christian life appeal to 
our unsaved friends. 


Y. DEAR GIRL: Your problem is 
a very good one for consideration. 
You know in 1 Corinthians 10:31 we are 
told, ““Whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of God.” I am a great believer in the 
thought that there are no little things in 


life. We never know when a little thing 


will become a great influenge either for 
good or evil, so we must watch our actions 
and glorify our Lord in all things. Also 
in Colossians. 3:23 we read, “And what- 
soever: ye do, do it: heartily, as to the 
Lord, and not unto men.” 

There should be a difference between our 
actions and those of the ungodly or non- 
Christian person. They readily notice 
when we go over the border line, and can 
tell when we cater to the influence of the 
world, so it behooves us to be ever on 
the alert to follow our Lord’s guidance 
and not to misrepresent him. I feel some- 
times that we are too anxious to be like 
unsaved persons, so that they shall have 
enjoyment in our homes and presence. Let 


us ask guidance of God, even when the © 


friends call; let it be known that we are 
true to our Lerd even in our social con- 
tacts; and let them see that we are “sep- 
arate” in our thinking and desires, and thus 
prove our allegiance to the Lord Jesus, the 
one we adore, ; 

Yes, I know folks who play games of 
Bible characters and authors, but I have 
seen very few non-Christians who took 
much interest in them. I often wonder 
why we feel we must do these things, in- 
stead of enjoying the presence of our 
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friends. - I love people, and‘ their interests 
are my interests, and to share the present 
world interests of the day is enough to keep 
a roomful of people talking. 

Do you know prophecy very well? Have 
you ever tried to turn the conversation into 
such channels, that you may give the lis- 
teners a desire to know what God says 
about the present-day issues? And so many 
wonderful writings are now to be had on 
this subject, that you might lead some of 
your friends to new thinking; and to pre- 
sent to them the coming of the Lord as 
King to reign on the earth might be very 
fruitful of new interests and new life- 
giving joy for them. The changes eom- 
ing ere long are not known to those who 
are not studying the subject and who do 
not know the Lord and his Word, and it 
may prove “a word in season.” Try it, 
and let me know what results you have. 

Another thing: I feel that so many Chris- 
tians think they must entertain their friends 
according to the standards and tastes of 
the unsaved friends, when really you should 
let them see that your home and its atmo- 
sphere are created by Christian influences. 
If you want games for activity, many 
young people enjoy ping-pong or parlor 
quoits, In the public library you will find 
books of games, which will give you minute 
directions for each. I heard a girl, who 
had been to a party the night before, say 
not long ago: “It was a funny time, — 
why the girls there did not want to play 
cards, for they said they were tired of 
them!” I thought this a very hopeful sign, 
and I hope it vil! spread! 

Always bear in mind that Christ is the 
unseen friend,: and encourage nothing that 
would grieve him, for we are his witnesses. 
I know you agree with this, too. And the 
Lord is so willing to lead your thinking 
for the evening’s entertainment, if you will 
take him into partnership with you; and 
he can turn all to enjoyment, as he did at 
the wedding in Cana, when he ministered 
to the need of the hour, so that there might 
be no embarrassment on that occasion. He 
is so mindful of us!

A Fundamentalists’ Convention 
in China

While Modernism and unbelief are injuring 

80 much foreign missionary work, there is 

cause for thanksgiving in the fact that there 

are many true witnesses to the old faith in 

mission fields everywhere; and a welcome 

evidence of this is the convention of Funda- 

mentalists to be held next month in China. 

HE League of Christian Churches 

holds its Third Triennial Convention 
beginning May 10, 1035, at the city of 
Kaifeng, Honan, China. This five-day 
gathering is to be of the nature of a 
National Bible Testimony or Fundamental- 
ist Convention. 

Chinese Christian leaders from different 
provinces, connected with many churches 
and missions, will assemble to assert their 
unwavering belief in the Bible as the Word 
of God and to add their testimony that the 
simple preaching of the Gospel of “Jesus 
Christ and him crucified” is still trium- 
phant in the conversion of sinners, despite 
the relentless opposition alike of Eastern 
superstitions and Western popular “isms.” 

Throughout the China mission field, the 
last few years have witnessed not merely 
a drifting tendency toward liberal ‘views 
in theological teaching, but also the work- 
ing-of able exponents of the popular ration- 
alistic and Unitarian schools, who have 
made use of well organized nominally 
Christian institutions to broadcast their 
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doubts and disbelief of the historic faith, 
In view of this widespread, - pretentious 
humanism usurping the place of the mes- 
sage of salvation through the ;bload of 
Christ, the affiliated pastors, evangelists, 
and workers in this League stand, as it 
were, naked amidst armed warriors, lift- 
ing high the Gospel banner regardless of 
the surrounding heresies and schisms. 
And their faith is justified. From all 
places where Christ is lifted up there is 
testimony of blessing. News of conver- 
sions, revivals,’ interest in the Gospel mes- 
sage, and demand for Christian literature 
are giving cause for joyful praise in very 
many districts. And even where the 
sower’s lot is cast in seemingly barren 
soil, there is a witness of the Spirit that 
the labor is not in vain in the Lord. 
The thirty organizations enrolled repre- 
sent a membership of over 70,000, and there 
are many others in China not yet enrolled 
who are one with the League in holding 
fast the faith. It is from this constituency 


that the delegates to the Convention will, 


come, They are largely Christians in hum- 
ble circumstances, to whom a-long journey 
means inconvenience and self-denial, but 
for them the lessons and inspiration gained 
in the fellowship of a united Convention are 
of incalculable value. 

Visitors are expected from other Eastern 
lands. The Editorial Secretary of the 
China Inland Mission has been asked to 
take part, and probably other visitors from 
overseas wiil be present. The Treasurer 
of the League is Albert B. Dodd, D.D., 
North China Theological Seminary, Teng~- 
hsien, Shantung, China,
